By Six Earthquakes 
MANILA, Nov. 7.—(By Interna- 


tional 'News Service.)—Six. earth 
temblors,' ranging 'In Intensity' from 
two .-to four seconds, .have- shaken 
Manila and 'suvrounding!territoryin 
the past 48 hours.
